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Gloomy debate at inflation confab 


WASHINGTON (U P li - President 
Ford heard contradictory advice and 
gloomy forecasts at his inflation summit 
today, but he expressed confidence that 
a sacrificing nation in time will lick its 
most serious economic threat since the 
Depression 
Ford, puffing a pipe and occasionally 
interrupting with questions, presided in 
the brilliantly lit splendor of the Grand 
Ballroom of 
the 
Washington 
Hilton 
Hotel 
while 800 delegates and 700 
observers met in an unusual attempt to 
find a consensus to the ills that plague 
the U S. economy 
One by one, leaders warned that the 
factors 
which 
brought 
about 
the 
combination of rising prices and rising 
unemployment still persist 
Arab oil sheiks were blamed, as were 
a 
worldwide 
spell 
of 
bad 
farming 
weather and corporations which post 
price increases in the expectation of yet 
another government attempt to freeze 
and control them. 


While saying he was open to all new 
ideas, Ford closed the door to wage- 
price controls only a short time after the 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield 
called for a new attempt to stabilize the 
economy through such controls. 


The mild mannered Mansfield was 
unusually blunt and pessimistic and 
although his call for renewed controls 
was greeted by a burst of applause it 
quickly became evident his idea had 


little support from others who spoke. 
Chairman Arthur F. Burns of the 
Federal Reserve Board said interest 
rates may have already reached their 
crest and predicted they will decline if 
some progress is shown in the fight 
against inflation 
AFL-CIO President George Meany 
ridiculed controls on the grounds that 
while wages are effectively limited, 
prices 
are 
not 
He 
said 
if 
the 
government wants to restore controls, it 
ought to be 
prepared 
to 
install a 
“tremendous bureaucracy.”

There 
have

complaints by persons who feel they 
have been discriminated against in 
county hiring practices due to color 
lines, 
but 
few 
if 
any 
with 
solid 
documentation, it appears. 
Now Lujan feels there will be a 
stepped up number of cases filed — with 
supporting data — unless there is a 
change in county hiring practices in 
accord with state and federal legislation 
intended 
to 
balance 
out 
county 
employment with 
minority and sex 
population percentages in the county.

distributed equally" so that no group 
suffers more than others 
Mansfield and House Speaker Carl 
Albert used the occasion to call for 


strong and swift action and to tell Ford 
that cuts in the budget—no matter how 
deep—could end up making the situation 
worse, not better. 


The loudest burst of applause came 
when Mansfield solemnly called for 
mandatory controls on wages, prices, 
profits and rents But Ford, as he has in 
the past, rejected that course. 
“ I do not intend to ask for it,” Ford 
said, noting he had no legal authority 
from Congress to impose controls. He 
said it was “ most unfortunate’’ that 
some businesses already are raising 
prices in anticipation of an ultimate 


return to controls 
Treasury Secretary William Simon 
said

and merely attack the results, not the 
causes, of inflation 
Rep

in with their “ warning" when there 
have been so few complaints registered 
with county hiring practices, Lujan said 
it was related to the fact that “ up to now 
these people have not been aware of 
legal remedies open to them.” 
“ Because they didn’t know, they felt 
they couldn't fight the system,” he 
showed. “ Now they are becoming much 
more aware of their rights.” 
The Affirmative Action program has 
been in effect two years in the county, 
and Lujan's office has been in operation 
four months. Both are now about to 
operate on all cylinders, with county 
cooperation seen as evident. 
Lujan sees two immediate paths he 
will pursue, on the basis of the state 
officials’ appearance here: 
—He will confer with all department 
heads in the county and inform them as 
to their status, in relation to ethnic 
hirings and hirings of women. Each 
department will be scrutinized and data 
accumulated, and goals set. 
—He will accumulate more data on 
how the selective process is working. 
There are some 2,700 persons on the 
county payroll. But only 9 86 per cent 
are Spanish-speaking in a county where 
the Spanish-speaking population is 17.5 
per cent 
The aim is to raise the

percentage where applicants are among 
the top qualifiers. 
Lujan says that where the county’s 
record 
is 
seen 
as

hiring 
professional women, it is “ not so well 
off” in hiring of women as officials and 
administrators 
Improvements 
can

virtually all minority classifications, he 
said 
Lujan says the intent is not to hire 
women or minority persons regardless 
of ability, but to hire them where they 
are qualified and rank with the top five 
sent to a department for selection in 
order to achieve the necessary balance 
required by FEPC standards.

Casa Floral started from scratch; still scratching 


Youth program fighting for its life

When someone says the county’s Casa 
Floral 
started 
from 
scratch 
on 
Floradale Avenue, that’s exactly the 
way it is. Casa Floral is an exercise in 
survival. 
It is operated by the county probation 
department in the old Maple High School 
facility. Day care service and schooling 
are provided for 10 youngsters and 
eventually about 20 ranging in age from 
13 to 18 — and who are classified as “out 
of control,” or delinquent There are no 
hard core narcotics users and none who 
have committed crimes of violence. 
None this reporter saw had horns. 
The county board of supervisors pays 
the gas and lights and the salaries of a 
director, Larry Coy; a senior probation 


officer, 
Warren Paige; 
a probation 
officer, Kathy Congleton; a secretary, 
Judy Munoz; a principal, Bob Forslund, 
a teacher, Ron Mau; and an assistant 
teacher, Dora Guevara Beyond all that 
the 
disbursements 
are 
infrequent, 
chancy, something of a surprise. Rent, 
it should be noted is free thanks to the 
school district that no longer needs the 
facility. 
Coy got used desks for the chief staff 
members by going before the board of 
supervisors with a special request. He 
denies he crawled in there on his knees. 
Paige 
“ borrowed” 
some 
surplus 
classroom desks from Lompoc Unified 
School District and four of them are 
used to hold a sheet of plywood that has 
been painted with white stripes for ping 
pong. 


A fellow probation officer gave them 
an old refrigerator; an unidentified lady 
brought in a pretty good looking stove 
that will be the focal point of a future 
class in home economics. They also 
acquired some shocking pink paint to 
decorate the girls’ restroom, other paint 
to cover some graffiti on the walls, a 
few books, a couple of lengths of two-by- 
four 
lumber, 
and 
several 
beyond- 
redemption couches. One of the latter 
was a “gift" from Maple High School. 


Now for a list of what's needed They 
need another refrigerator, a pool table 
(for use by students when they’ve met 
all their obligations); a lawn mower to 
fulfill their obligation to maintain the 
grounds; a sewing machine to help the 
home economics angle; cooking utensils 


and furniture. Casa Floral can use 
anything that a conventional school or 
home can use. 
Despite all the barrenness of the 
setting, the staff and the student body 
seem cheerful. “ These students are 
supposed to be delinquent, mainly for 
being truant or being tardy to their 
former 
classes,” 
Paige 
said 
this 
morning, “ but they all arrived without 
any difficulty today.” 
The 
central 
fact 
that 
seems 
to 
motivate most of the youngsters is the 
clear knowledge that Casa Floral is an 
opportunity to obtain schooling and 
professional counseling close to their 
homes. This reporter asked one teen-age 
girl where she’d be if she wasn’t in Casa 
Floral and the girl replied: “Probably 
locked up some where.” 


Senate unit outdoes House in Nixon cuts 
Probe of Rocky's finances 
will delay confirmation 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - An intensive 
investigation of Nelson A Rockefeller’s 
finances 
will 
apparently 
delay 
his 
confirmation as vice president until 
after election day 
Senate Rules Committee Chairman 
Howard Cannon, D-Nev., ended public 
hearings Thursday, but said he was 
against the committee acting until the 
Internal Revenue Service and Joint 
Taxation Committee make their reports 
—which committee sources say will not 
be complete until after Congress takes 
its October recess for elections. 
The House has already indicated it 
would 
not 
act 
on 
the 
Rockefeller 
nomination until after the elections, but 
the Senate had planned to complete its 
work before then 
Committee sources said the delay did 
not necessarily mean problems. Cannon 
said Rockefeller would be recalled if he 
was needed to explain any new evidence. 
A leader of the Attica prison riot, 
Frank Smith, also called “ Brother Big 
Black" 
and 
under 
indictment 
for 
murder and k'dnapmg in the uprising, 
told the committee Rockefeller was 
“directly responsible" for the death of 
43 persons because he ordered an assault 


by sharpshooting state troopers. 
Black militant Angela Davis criticized 
Rockefeller’s 
refusal 
to 
negotiate 
personally with the Attica inmates. 
“The most powerful man in New York 
State, Governor Rockefeller, turned a 
deaf ear, permitting state police and 
prison guards to stage one of the most 
wanton massacres in the history of the 
United States,” she said. 
The abortion question was argued by 
both sides. 
Notre Dame University law professor 
Charles E. Rice said Rockefeller should 
be rejected solely for his signing what 
was then the most liberal abortion law in 
the nation, and his later veto of a bill to 
repeal it. “ Rockefeller, more than any 
other person, is the incarnate symbol of 
the anti-life movement in the United 
States," he said. 
Assemblywoman Constance E. Cook, 
the author of the liberal New York State 
law, praised Rockefeller for his courage 
in signing the law. “ What his critics fail 
to realize, that with or without the law, 
there will be abortions,” she said. 
“With the law they were done in 
healthy surroundings, without they were 
being done by butchers. "

says the government shouldn’t pay for 
shining Richard Nixon’s shoes. A high 
administration source says the former 
President is irritated over this and other 
government actions which Nixon feels 
deny 
him 
the

The 
general 
government 
sub­ 
committee of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee voted unanimously Thursday 
to cut Nixon’s request for transition 
expenses from $850,000 to $320,000 The 
House has proposed cutting the expenses 
to $398,000. 
The chairman. Sen. Joseph Montoya, 
D-N.M., said the subcommittee will 
insist that all of Nixon’s federally paid 
staff confine their activities to “direct 
transition acts, rather than perform 
chores in the household ” 


This addition came after 
it was 
discovered 
that 
Nixon’s butler was 
receiving $12,000 a year and his maid 
$8,000 a year from government funds 
—part of $420,000 in annual salaries for 
the staff currently at San Clemente, 
Calif. 


Montoya said Budget Director Roy 
Ash tried to justify the expenditures for 
the servants by saying that with a valet 
to shine Nixon's shoes and a maid to do 


the housework, Nixon was thus freed for 
transition activities.

Ash said 
that,” Montoya said, “ and we threw it in 
the ash can.”

$200,000

expenses A travel budget was cut from 
$10,000 to $3,000; a communications 
request trimmed from $35,000 to $21,000, 
and a miscellaneous budget was reduced

Royce Lewellen, of Solvang,

But extra costs not budgeted 
Fair Labor Standards Act 
boosting county overtime 


‘‘Somewhere along the line, 
somebody forgot about the Fair 
Labor Standards Act.” 
Board 
of 
Supervisors 
chairman Charles F, Catterlin 
made this observation in the 
face of projections by the office 
of 
Auditor-Controller 
Paul 
Floyd that overtime payments 
for the current fiscal year 
could run as high as $763,000 or 
more. 
The new labor legislation 
now 
makes 
it 
virtually 
necessary 
for 
county 
governments to pay time and a 
half for overtime rather than 
arrange compensatory time off 
as has been the custom for 
years. 
The mounting overtime costs 
indicate a “ trend,” observed 
Assistant 
Adm inistrative 
Officer David Smith 
But Catterlin said the new 
law was apparent last May 
before the county made up its 
1974-75 
budget 
which 
was 
approved in mid-summer. He 
said the county should have 
known the higher costs of the 


new act would be apart from 
current overtime trends. 
The Sheriff’s 
Department 
and 
Fire 
Department 
are 
requiring the largest portions 
of the overtime payments, the 
supervisors were told 
Overtime is being utilized in 
large quantities in the two 
departments to cover vacant 
positions, 
the 
board 
was 
informed. 
Sheriff 
John 
W. 
Carpenter said a number of 
officers are complaining about 
being required to work so many 
hours 
overtime 
to 
keep 
department staffing at the 
necessary level on a 24-hour, 7- 
day operation. 
The 
F ire 
Department 
position in handling vacancies 
by 
use 
of 
overtime 
was 
challenged 
by 
Supervisor 
Francis Beattie, who said he 
had heard reports of large 
numbers of applicants for the 
vacant positions. The filling of 
the positions takes time, the 
board was told.

New scheme

Congressmen, afraid of voter 
anger if they gave themselves a 
pay 
raise 
in

instead found a way to increase 
their 
incomes 
by 
quietly 
cutting their own taxes, the Los 
Angeles Times reported today. 
"A little noticed tax loophole 
recently approved by the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
as part of its work on the 
omnibus tax bill, would have 
the effect of adding about $1,700 
to the annual 
(before tax) 
income of the typical senator 
or 
representa tive ,” 
the 
newspaper said 
Lawmakers with higher than 
average incomes would benefit 
even more, and the loophole is 
written so that it automatically 
increases a special tax break 
for congressmen, to keep pace 
with future inflation, the Times 
said. 
Congressmen now get $42,50 
a year. They are also entitled to 
deduct $3,000 a year from their 
income for "living expenses," 
on 
the 
theory 
that 
the 
lawmakers still live in their 
home districts and need tempo­ 
rary quarters while Congress is 
in session. 
Although this was often the 
case many years ago, modern 
congressmen tend to live in the 
Washington area with their 
families. 
The committee approved a 
provision providing that the 
tax 
deduction 
for 
living 
expenses shall be increased as 
of Jan. 1 by an amount equal to 
the rate at which consumer 
prices 
have 
risen 
in 
the 
Washington area, compared to 
the prices in 1952. 
The prices have increased 90 
per cent since then, which will 
boost the congressmen s auto­ 
matic tax deduct on to $5,700, 
the Times reported. 
A comparatively low tax 
bracket for a federal lawmaker 
is 30 per cent, the newspaper 
said, so the extra deduction 
would increase the amount of 
money he could pocket by 
about $1,050 a year. It would 
take a $1,700 boost in straight 
salary to give him that much 
more take home pay after 
taxes. 
The proposed law provides 
that the living expense deduc­ 
tion can be increased every two

to

The lawmakers will not get 
the loophole however, unless 
the tax bill passes the full 
Congress and

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A bill to extend newsmen’s "shield 
laws" has been signed by Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


Also among the 19 bill signings Thursday were measures to 
rescue the financially troubled Bay Area Rapid Transit (BART) 
system and to increase compliances with the law requiring 
motorists to have car insurance or prove their financial 
responsibility. 
The governor’s office said Reagan still faces at least 200 bills 
passed during the last legislative session. 


Most of the bills will take effect Jan 1 


A bill (AB1650) by Assemblywoman March K. Fong, D-Oakland, 
will remove the locks from every public pay toilet in a state or 
local government agency building. She has used the measure in 
her campaign to become the first woman secretary of state. 


The newsmen’s bill (SB1858) by Sen. Alfred Song, D-Monterey 
Park, would protect from court subpoenas all unpublished 
material reporters may collect while doing a story. 


The BART bill by Sen. James Mills, D-San Diego, extends the 
half-cent sales tax in San Francisco, Alameda’ and Contra Costa 
counties to support the rapid transit system until Dec. 31,1977. 


Reagan said he signed the bill "with a great deal of reluctance" 
because the measure did not allow a direct vote in the counties to 
determine whether they wanted to continue paying for BART. The 
measure will provide about $34 million to $40 million a year, 


Under the car insurance bill, (SB1471) by Sen. Clark Bradley, R- 
San Jose, a motorist would face revocation of his driver’s license 
and a $100 fine if he were involved in an accident and failed to buy 
insurance or meet financial responsibility requirements. 
Another bill (SB1521) signed by Reagan will prohibit the sale of 
gas appliances equipped with a pilot light after Jan. 1,1971, in an 
effort to spur commercial development of alternate ignition 
devices. 


"Since we are told that between 10 and 15 per cent of the 
residential gas consumed is attributable to pilot lights, the signing 
of this measure will help reduce the consumers’ utility bills," 
Reagan said 
Other measures signed by Reagan will provide $400,000 to 
expand Indian education opportunities and require that consumer 
contracts be printed in Spanish as well as English to help 
California's Mexican-American. 
A measure (SB2264) by Sen George Moscone, D-San Francisco, 
establishes 10 Indian education centers in California for students 
in all grades at a cost of $400,000 during the current fiscal year. 
A bill (SB2066) by Sen. Dennis Caprenter, R-Newport Beach, 
requires assessors in counties with 20 per cent or more Spanish 
surname 
residents, 
to send property tax information to 
homeowners in Spanish as well as English. 


A related bill (AB2797) by Assemblyman Richard Alatorre, D- 
Los Angeles, requires contracts with consumers to be made 
available in both Spanish and English when the merchants deal 
primarily with Spanish-speaking customers.

France is the first country 
to pay heed to this battle,

Gasoline in France is priced 
at $1.75 a gallon. 


The oil-producing nations 
are, 
indeed, 
upsetting the 
economy of the world through 
their obscene profits. They 
can’t 
begin 
to 
spend 
the 
money 
they

making 
through the natural resources 
they own. It is purely a form 
of blackmail — blackmail of 
the western world. 


It appears that they have no 
intention of rolling back their

Justice served? 


They say that all men may be equal 
before the law (although some doubts 
have been raised about that of late), but 
the law is not equally administered by 
those charged with the responsibility of 
administering it. 
Don Oakley of our 
NEA service recently 
pointed to a survey of 
50 federal judges on 
the trial bench of the 
Second Circuit in New 
York, Connecticut and 
Vermont 
who 
were 
presented with a num­ 
ber of 
hypothetical 
cases. 
In one case, a cab driver is convicted 
of making a heroin sale 
One judge 
would have hit the man with a 10-year 
sentence, but another said he would 
have sentenced him to only one year, the 
minimum penalty for precisely the 
same offense. 
In another case, a businessman is 
convicted of tax evasion One federal 
judge would have sentenced him to three 
years and a $5,000 fine — the maximum 
But another would have given him three 
months and the fine. 
The results of the survey moved one 
commentator to describe the nation’s 
system of justice as “ roulette in the 
courtroom 
Those were hypothetical cases but 
Oakley tells of a real-life example of 
how justice can be delivered — or 
misdelivered — and an illustration of 
the vast discretion enjoyed by our 
judges in an incident that took place in 
Cleveland. 
A man described by police as the 
principal supplier of LSD to pupils at a 
local high school had pleaded guilty to 
two narcotics charges. The first carried 
a mandatory prison sentence of not less 
than 20 years to life, the second a 
mandatory sentence of not less than 10 
years nor more than 25 
Whatever “ mandatory” means under 
the law, it apparently did not mean 
mandatory. Common Pleas Judge Frank 
J. Gorman sentenced the pusher to five 
years' probation. 
There was an immediate outcry from 
Cleveland police, who had spent seven 


months building the case against the 
suspect. Judge Gorman defended his 
action by noting that the man had 
already spent six months in the county 
jail awaiting sentence. 
The police countered that on that 
basis, we ought to empty the prisons and 
put everybody on probation 
Judge Gorman later admitted to 
having 
committed 
"a 
monumental 
goof” and ordered the rearrest of the 
pusher. But by that time, he was 
nowhere to be found. 
As Oakley states, no matter how fair 
our laws, no matter how dedicated and 
honest our law enforcement officials, no 
matter how many prisons we build and 
how enlightened our treatment of their 
inmates, if the system of justice breaks

down at the courtroom level, the nation 
is in trouble.

Dr Rinfret makes a few underlying 
observations. One of them is that at the 
current level, ours is the lowest rate of 
capital formation in the world We are

By contrast, the 
Japanese are doing it 
with 22 per cent of 
theirs, 
and 
even 
pokey old France is 
plowing back 17 to 20 
per cent of its GNP 
He points out that the 
United States has the 
lowest output per man 
hour of any industrial country in the 
world today. Many of our difficulties he 
traces to the sloth of hedonism and high 
expectations But he also points out that 
“ I know of no university in the United 
States that teaches free enterprise 
except 
perhaps 
the 
University 
of 
Chicago. 
Do our universities teach 
socialism9 Oh, you better believe it...” 
What does he suggest? A ban on credit 
cards. 
A 
small 
income 
surtax, 
a 
reduction over the next three years in 


business tax from 50 per cent to 25 per 
cent followed by three years raising of 
business taxes to 75 per cent. 
I regret Dr Rinfret’s temporizing on 
the matter of the business tax 
It 
should be eliminated altogether, and 
permanently 
If Congress were to eliminate the 
business tax altogether, what would 
happen9 It is typical that no one quite 
knows Some experts maintain that the 
business tax is a wholly regressive tax. 
and that as a cost of doing business it is 
entirely passed along to the consumer, 
and that since the average consumer 
needs to spend a greater amount of his 
income than the average shareholder, 
the tax is regressive. Two researchers 
in 
the 
Census 
Bureau, 
however, 
disagree. 
They 
conclude, after 
a 
complicated 
examination of 
the 
situation, that two-thirds of the tax is, in 
fact, shouldered by the shareholders, 
who are, for the most part, in the middle 
and upper income brackets, and one- 
third by the consumers. It is — once 
again — instructive that no one knows 
what the impact actually is of a tax 
designed primarily to be popular, in 
cultivation of the superstition that that 
which is paid by General Motors to the 
government, or by the Chase Manhattan 
Bank, doesn’t really count, and in any 
case is there more or less inexhaustibly. 
As 
regards 
the 
argument 
over 
incidence, 
let 
us take the middle 
position 
between 
the 
experts 
and 
postulate that the corporation tax is now 
being paid one-half by shareholders, 
one-half by consumers. What would be 
the effect of eliminating such a tax9 


As it stands, corporate business is 
paying 32 per cent of its profits in 
federal tax In theory, a company that 
earned $1.5 million a year (after taxes) 
would suddenly find itself about to earn 
over $2 million The value of the stock 
would, 
assuming 
the price-earnings 
ratio remained 
the same, 
rise in 
anticipation of the increased earnings 
Let us, however, now assume, applying 
the 50^50 Rule, that competition forces 
half the bonanza to be passed along to 
the consumer in reduced prices. That 
would leave, net to the shareholder, a 15 
per cent (actually 16 per cent) increase 
in the value of his stock 
This is not the stuff of which social 
nightmares are made in sane societies 
— a reduction (varying with the cost 
to the supplier of the incremental unit) 
in the price of all products and services 
provided by corporations, even in the 
knowledge that stock averages will 
increase by 15 per cent. < It is amusing to 
extend the argqment ad absurdum. If 
the price of all products and services 
were reduced by 100 per cent, would 
anyone object to a 1000 per cent increase 
in the value of the stock market?) Over 
a five-month period in 1973 the market 
decreased by over 17 per cent. In the 
current market, a 15 per cent increase 
would be, while only a negligible boost 
back towards a healthy market, a 
substantial and invigorating step in the 
direction of recharging our depleted 
capital resources. Such oscillations are 
socially irrelevant, and certainly no 
reason for denying major reforms 
aimed at coherence, symmetry, and an 
end to hallucination. 


Labor's endorsement 
Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


Did organized labor boot the ball when 
it handed its endorsement for governor 
to Democratic candidate Edmund G. 
“ Jerry” Brown. Jr. so early in the 
game? 
Normally labor leaders are the most 
skillful of negotiators They can trade a 
toothpick for a lumberyard and make 
you believe it was a bargain Their 
ancestors swapped a string of glass 
beads for Manhattan. Despite their 
Brooks 
Bros 
suits, 
modern 
labor 
leaders make demands of candidates 
that would shame Black Bart. 
Yet the primary election was barely 
counted when the State Building Trades 
Council 
and 
the 
State 
AFL-CIO 
announced its support of Brown over 
Republican Houston I Flournoy. 
Observers, and even some of the labor 
people, thought the choice, if only for 
negotiating purposes, should have been 
withheld

would do as governor insofar as labor 
issues are concerned. 
Normally the candidates would have 
been kept on tenterhooks until they were 
firmly committed on issues imporiant to 
labor But, insiders have it that the early 
endorsement of Brown was the result of 
the 
efforts 
of 
his 
father, 
former 
governor Edmund G. “ Pat" Brown He 
put the arm on the various labor leaders 
who he had favored during his two terms 
as governor. He not only wanted their 
support for his son but he wanted it right 
now. 
Perhaps the senior Brown, well aware 
of the pitfalls a candidate faces in any 
campaign, feared that junior Brown 
would 
take 
positions 
during 
the 
campaign that would make it impossible 
to secure the labor endorsements at a 
later date. 
Apparently Pat Brown knows his son 
better than the labor leaders 
For. 
having received labor's backing. Junior 
Brown wasted no time in snubbing 
labor. His endorsement of Proposition 
17 on the November ballot was a direct 
slap in the face to labor 
Short of 
advocating a “ right to work” measure 
he couldn't have found a better way to 
get labor up in arms. 
The measure, backed largely by those 
with financial interests at stake, would 
block construction of the New Melones 
Dam 
on 
the 
Stanislaus 
River 
by 
including the water way in the “ wild 
rivers’’ act. The contention is that it 
would destroy one of the few remaining 
"white waters” rapids in the state The 
area has become a mecca for rafting, a 
sport 
indulged 
in by 
about 
25,000 
enthusiasts, according to government 
figures Were it not for a couple of dams 
already on the upper reaches of the river 
there would be no rapids during the 
summers And New Melones would only 
back water up to the rapids in the 
wettest years. 


The dam is an Army Engineer project 
on which some $60 million has already 
been 
spent 
in preparation for 
its 
construction It would stand some 600 
feet high and its reservoir would be 2*2 
times that of Folsom, only slightly 
smaller than Oroville and over half the 
size of Shasta Besides the employment 
of 500 to 600 in construction for the next 
four or five years, many more would be 
employed in supplying materials and 
services 


But Brown s endorsement of the 
measure has already prompted some 
union locals to repudiate their support of 
him Rumors are that more will disavow 
him and the scuttlebutt is that even the 
State 
Building 
Trades 
Council 
is 
reconsidering 
Flournoy, despite his failure to get 
labor’s backing, has already announced 
his opposition to the initiative 


How not to sell arms 


WASHINGTON 
- 
Secretary 
of 
Defense James R Schlesinger is the 
greatest arms merchant in history and 
his sales around the world have a 
momentum 
of 
their own 
that fix 
American policy. Chile is a striking 
example. 
With so much blame 
heaped on the CIA for 
abetting the military 
coup that overthrew 
the government of Sal­ 
vador 
Allende, 
the 
role of the Depart­ 
ment of Defense de­ 
serves 
examination. 
The Chilean generals 
who shot down Al­ 
lende and his 
government were getting large amounts 
of U.S. military aid at the very time 
they were plotting the overthrow. 
In 1972, a year before the coup. Chile’s 
military got $12 4 million in military 
hardware. 
The 
following 
year 
the 
amount was $15 million. The coup 
occurred on Sept 11, 1973. Proposed for 
the 1975 fiscal year is $20.5 million 
This is in so-called credit sales which 
tend to be a handout for those countries 
favored 
by 
the 
Defense 
Dept. 
Theoretically repayable, the amounts 
stay on the red ink side of the ledger 
indefinitely. 
In addition to the hardware, the 
Chilean military got smaller amounts 
for 
what 
defense 
calls 
“ overseas 
training.’ Both in calendar 1972 and 1973 
the amount was $900,000. In ’73, 77 
Chileans in uniform were trained in the 
United States and 313 in the training 
center this country maintains in the 
Panama Canal Zone The canal zone 
center is said to have a high political 
component 
with 
training 
in 
the 
repression of minority opposition at the 
guerrilla level 
Since the armed services committees 
of 
Senate and 
House tend 
to 
be 
anterooms of the Defense Dept., it is 
unlikely there will be any examination 
of what the money went for. But the 
American taxpayer is entitled to know 
whether the military hardware was used 
to kill the hundreds shot down in the 
coup and in the executions that followed. 
Chile is a classic case of secret 
American mc*ddling that is not only 
futile but self destructive and downright 
evil 
Allende’s minority government — he 
got 39 per cent of the vote — was doing 
about everything calculated to bring on 
a revolt in a country that more than any 
other in I^atin America had a long 
tradition of representative democracy 
With little or no effort to bring in other 


elements, Allende and the Marxists 
around 
him 
were 
moving 
toward 
totalitarianism 
But throughout the Americas the 
fumbling 
Allende 
experiment 
was 
followed with the keenest interest. I was 
in Mexico City a few days before the 
Chilean coup The young men around 
President Luis Echeverria were well 
aware of how precarious Allende’s 
position was. One of them put it this 
way: 
“ We know the terrible mistakes he is 
making. 
But 
it 
was 
an 
elected 
government and we hope that it will 
survive the term for which Allende was 
elected." 
Whether 
the 
Allende 
government 
might have fallen by the constitutional 
process or whether, as was widely 
feared, 
he 
could 
concentrate 
his 
authority 
to 
frustrate 
any 
lawful 
change, is an unanswered question. That 
is irrelevant today since throughout the 
Americas 
the 
impression 
is 
now 
widespread 
that 
meddling 
by 
Washington precipitated the coup 


On the other side of the world, Greece 
is another classic example of how the 
arms 
merchant 
sets 
policy. 
The 
fumbling, inept military junta in Athens 
got $58 million in “ credit sales” in 
calendar 1972, $60 million in 1973, with 
$71 million proposed for the current 
year. 
These bumbling colonels and generals 
set off the *Greek Cypriot rebellion on 
Cyprus that ended with a massive 
Turkish invasion. One result was that 
the civilian government 
in Athens 
withdrew from NATO. 
As though to cement the hold of the 
junta, the Defense Dept, ordered “ home 
porting” in Greece for elements of the 
Sixth Fleet. That is one reason for the 
anti-Americanism rampant today. 
Closing 
out 
the 
CIA’s 
covert 
operations is surely desirable. In that 
fine 
bureaucratic 
password, 
it 
is 
counterproductive or worse. But at the 
same time there should be a close look 
at 
Schlesinger’s 
multibillion-dollar 
arms operation.
